sumption in the far east an d the culti­ 
vation of seaweed crops is reg ularly 
main tain ed. 
More than $600,000 worth 
of on e preparation alon e is con sumed 
every y ear In Chin a in the form of 
dried g ums which can be liquefied in ­ 
to delicate jellies. 
In Europe seaweed 
has n ot been at all con siderably used 
fcr f6od, thoug h blan cman g es, salads, 
g reen veg etables an d a sort of tapi­ 
oca fluid have been forms in which 
Scotch, Irish an d M editerran ean peas­ 
an ts have partaken of the substan ces 
of seaweed. 
In certain parts of Japan 
seaweed is subjected to careful culti­ 
vation , competin g species bein g sup­ 
pressed an d rocks previously plan ted 
with the weed, bein g sun k in suitable 
bay s. 


MAKING A NEW WORLD. 


The plan et Jupiter, whose volume is 
1,27 9 times that of the earth, an d su­ 
perior in dimen sion s an d weig ht to all 
the other plan ets put tog ether, is just 
n ow attractin g the atten tion of as 
tron omers. 
M. Giacobin i of the Paris 
observatory , who has made a special 
study of Jupiter, has described a red

Itasca. 
Says Mr. Sprunt in his letter to

“ The m ariner’s unwritten obligation 
to stand by a fellow' seaman in dis­ 
tress commands the admiration and 
respect of all who love their 
fellow' 
men, 
“ Bu t where such deeds of kindness 
as yours in this case are manifest, we 
realize that one touch 
of

makes the whole world kin and our 
hearts go out to you in gratefulness 
for your tender, loving kindness to 
these strangers on the sea." 
Mr, Sprunt asked for a copy of the 
Itasca’s official log to send to King

The president is said to hav e re-j 
ceiv ed Roosev elt’B statement not in j 
anger, but in great pain. 
The receipt i 
of the statement meant to him the; 
blasting forev er of a friendship thar ' 
had for years been warm and intimate, j 
The president has expressed the fear ; 
to more than one of his friends that 
the fight that has been started will re­ 
sult in the undoing of the Republican 
party this fall. 
Yet the president him­ 
self has been forced into a situation 
where he will be obliged to wage a 
bitter fight, and he intends to do it 
with all of his strength. 
The presi­ 
dent and his adv isers will try to av oid 
personalities, although they appreciate 
that Roosev elt is certain to say and 
do things that will require a direct re­ 
ply from Mr. Taft. The president feels 
that his back has been forced against 
the wall and no av enu’e has been left 
for him except a personal controv ersy 
with his predecessor and former polit­ 
ical sponsor. 
He will try to meet the 
situation with dignity. 
Opinions differed among the Repub­ 
lican progressiv es in regard to the ef­ 
fect of the Roosev elt sta tement on the 
political situation. 
Some of the pro­ 
gressiv es of the more conserv ativ e 
type said the sta tement was the big­ 
gest mistake that Roosev elt has ev er 
made ami that it, together with his 
Columbus 
speech, 
would 
drag him 
down to a humiliating defeat. 
Pro­ 
g ressiv es of the more radical type, 
howev er, hailed the Roosev elt state 
ment with fav or. 
Republican regulars 
declined to comment for publication on 
the statement, but it fs apparent they 
were v ery blue ov er the outlook for 
the Republican party. 
The Democrats 
on the other hand were Jubilant ov er 
the dev elopment. 
All of the Demo­ 
crats were certain that Roosev elt’s 
catapulting of himself into the situa 
tion had insured the election of a 
Democratic president
